Prince Andrew, also no 
longer a working royal, will be 
allowed to wear his military 
uniform on one occasion only. 

The Falklands veteran can 
wear a uniform at Westminster 
Hall during a vigil with the 
Queen's other children. 

Andrew left royal duties after 
agreeing a £12million out-of- 
court settlement with a sex 
accuser, though he strenuously 
maintains his innocence.

The casket — with white flowers 
on top — was then placed in the 
state hearse. As the cortege left 
the airfield they were greeted by

FLOWN to Buckingham Palace before 
lying in state in Parliament's ancient 
Westminster Hall, the Queen’s last great 
journey is entering the final stages. 

Mourners paying their respects will continue 
to gather, queue and file past the coffin of the 
longest reigning monarch in our country's 
history. The planning is meticulous so people 
can say goodbye to a woman who was a 
reassuring constant figure in the background 
of so many lives for seven decades. 

While most people wish to say their 
goodbyes with dignity, others have a right 
in a democracy to express other voices. 

However, we urge them to be mindful 
that thoughtfulness is more likely to earn a 
receptive hearing than boorish behaviour. 

Declaring next Monday a bank holiday for 
the funeral was a popular move, but there are 
hiccups. Center Parcs told guests to leave, 
rather than letting them stay to watch the 
ceremony on TV, creating a revolt among holi- 
daymakers. The firm later performed a U-turn. 


Find the truth

Chris Kaba shot dead by a police officer 
deserve the truth and rapidly. 

This tragedy is quickly becoming a test of 
public confidence in new Metropolitan Police

GETTING the cash together for a 
deposit on a home is tough at the 
best of times, and with prices 
escalating for all our bills, it's 
about to get harder. 

For first-time buyers and those on 
lower incomes it can seem impossible. 
But there is a scheme that can help 
people take that first step on to the 
property ladder. 

Shared Ownership, which lets 
people part buy and part rent a 
property, is one way that can make the 
process more affordable. 

It is available across the country 
from a range of housing associations, 
local councils and other organisations. 

Matt Bartle, director of mortgages at 
Leeds Building Society, the market 
leader in shared ownership mortgages 
says: “It offers first-time buyers in 
particular an opportunity to step on to 
the property ladder, as it’s a way to 
bring down the size of the deposit they 
will need. 

“London has traditionally been 
associated with shared ownership due 
to its high property prices, but as 
affordability issues spread right across 
the country, it’s interesting to see 
homebuyers in other regions now 
taking advantage of the scheme. 

“With the gap between house prices 
and incomes predicted to continue 
growing, affordable housing schemes 
like shared ownership, offer a way on 
to the property ladder particularly in 
areas where house prices are higher. 

“There is little doubt that we are 
facing a housing crisis in this country 
as demand for properties far outstrips 
supply. Owning your own home is now 
becoming increasingly out of reach for 
most first-time buyers. 

“That's why we are urging the 
Government to re-commit to their 
new-build target of building 300,000 
new homes each year by the middle of 
this decade. Building affordable homes 
should be a key priority for the 
Government, particularly as owning 
your own home remains the dream for 
millions of people” 

For the younger generation of 
renters locked out of homeownership 
and the 1.5 million living in 
overcrowded homes, shared 
ownership could be a way to get a 
foothold on the housing ladder. 

As it's Shared Ownership Week, an 
initiative to raise awareness and 
champion the affordable scheme, here 
we explain how it all works. 


What is shared 
ownership? 


A part-buy, part-rent scheme that 
allows you to buy a share in the overall 
value of a home and pay a rent on the 
rest of it. 

It's specifically aimed at first-time 
buyers, but not exclusive to them. For 
example, if youre a former homeowner 
who can't afford a suitable home on 
the open market, you could be eligible. 

It helps people get over the hurdle of 
what would be a much larger deposit 
to buy on the open market. 

The option to increase your share of 
the property in future is also generally 
available, which has made the scheme 
popular with borrowers who initially 
might only have smaller deposits. The

scheme is available to 
households earning less 
than £80,000 (£90,000 in 
London and £60,000 in 
Wales) and most shared 
ownership homes are 
offered and managed 
through housing 
associations. 

If you are buying as a 
couple, your combined 
income cannot be greater than these 
limits either. 

You usually buy between 25%

75% of the full property value. 


How big a deposit 
do I need? 


Typically, you will be required to find 
a deposit equivalent to at least 5% of 
the share of the property. 

You will then need to get a mortgage 
for the remainder of the value of your 
share. You will also pay a rent for the 
remaining part of the house. 

So, as an example based on a 
property valued at £200,000, if you are 
buying a 25% share of the property, 
that would be £50,000. 

The deposit, usually 5%, would be 
£2,500, which is much lower than the 
typical deposit that you have to come 
up with.

Once I find a 
shared 
ownership 
property, do 
Ineed a 
mortgage? 
Yes. It’s sensible to 
approach a potential lender 
as soon as you can so they can confirm 
the amount you can borrow. 

Leeds Building Society is the market 
leader, but several other banks and 
building societies also consider lending 


on shared ownership properties. 
The mortgage you will need is the 


equivalent of the value of the share of 


the property you are buying, minus 
your deposit. 

So, on £200,000 someone buying a 
share with a £2,500 deposit would 
need a £47,500 mortgage. 


What about rent? 


The outstanding share of the property 
will typically be owned by a housing 
association or local authority. 

In our example, you would pay rent 
on £150,000. 

You will also be required to pay a 
service charge so you should check 


with the housing association to 
confirm the amount. 

If you buy any further share of your 
property, the rent you pay will reduce. 


Can I increase the 
share I own? 


Typically, yes. If, in the future, you want 
to buy an additional share of your 
home you should speak to your 
housing association. 

The process of increasing your own 
share is called “staircasing 

You may be able to increase your 
share by as little as 1% each year. 

If youre buying a bigger share than 
1%, you'll be charged a valuation fee 
(so the housing association can get an 
up-to-date property price). 


Are these types of 
properties always 
leasehold? 


Yes, shared ownership properties are 
always leasehold. So you own the 
property, but not the land it’s built on. 

Leasehold properties are subject to 
service charges and ground rent, so 
make sure you check what these will 
cost. If you staii a house to 100%, 
you usually acquire the freehold.

What about 
repairs? 

As the owner of the property, you will 
be responsible for any repairs and 
maintenance work. 

However, if you bought a new 
shared ownership home after 
April 2021, you should be able to claim 
some repair costs worth up to £500 per 
year, for the first 10 years, 


Do I have to pay 
Stamp Duty? 
You have a choice on Stamp Duty. You 
can pay it on the market value of the 
entire property or just on the specific 
share youre buying. 

But you could face the possibility of 
paying more Stamp Duty if you 
staircase upwards in future. 


Can I sell my 
property? 

You will need to give formal notice to 
your housing association of your 
intention to sell. 

It typically has first refusal to buy 
your share back at the current market 
value or offer the property to another 
prospective shared ownership buyer.

Charlene Fisher, 22, and partner 
Kai, 21, were stuck renting a tiny 
one-bed flat and struggling to 
save for a house deposit. 

That all changed when they 
were told about the shared 
ownership scheme. 

Two months ago the couple 
got the keys to their 
two-bedroom new build home. 

“We are over the moon,” says 
Charlene from Greater 
Manchester. “We are on the 
property ladder and not wasting 
money on rent. 

“We have so much more 
space and a garden and are 
investing in our future. We are 
buying a 50% share of the 
house to start with and plan to 
push ourselves to own it 100%.” 

Charlene and Kai were paying 
£650 a month in rent but have 
managed to cut their outgoings.

They 
pay £374 in mortgage 
repayments and £211 rent, 
saving more than £70 month.

THE cost-of-living crisis is 
crippling many household 
budgets, and is set to worsen, 
with predictions that inflation 
could reach the dizzy heights 
of 18% next year. 

While the Government has 
announced a freeze on energy bills 
at an average £2,500 a year for the 
next two years, putting a stop to 
the planned 80% hike next month, 
we are still all going to feel 
financial pain. 

For people on fixed incomes, 
especially those who are retired 
and claiming their State Pension, 
winter will be a struggle. 

Now is a good time 
to take stock and 
ensure you or a relative 
or friend are not 
missing out on a vital 
cash boost that could 
help to ease the 
financial pressure. 

If you are claiming 
your State Pension, 
you should check to 
see if you are eligible for Pension 
Credit, which offers extra cash to 
those on lower incomes. 

And with the average Pension 
Credit payment at around £65 a 
week — up to an extra £3,300 a year 
in income - it really is worth 
double checking. 

More than 1.5 million 
pensioners currently claim 
Pension Credit, which tops up 
State Pensions to a minimum 
guaranteed weekly income of 
£182.60 a week for single 
pensioners or £278.70 for couples. 

It is a tax-free payment for those 


valuable 


benefits which 
could make all 
the difference 
this winter 


who have reached their State 
Pension age, and live in Britain. 
Currently twice as many women 
as men claim it. 

However, it's estimated up to 
one million pensioners who could 
claim, don't, so you really should 
find out if you or a relative or 
friend could be eligible. 

The stumbling block is that 
many people are unaware they are 
entitled to this extra cash, while 
others are simply too proud to 
claim it. 

But receiving it automatically 
opens up the door to other 
valuable benefits that will ease 
household budgets further, 
including help with rent, council 
tax and heating bills. 

It also means you 
won't have to pay for 
your TV licence if you 
are over 75. 

Andrew Tully, 
technical director at 
pension giant Canada 
Life explains: “Pension 
Credit is an incredibly 
valuable benefit which 
not only tops up your weekly 
pension to a guaranteed 
minimum, but successfully 
claiming also unlocks other very 
valuable benefits which could 
make all the difference as we face 
avery bleak winter’ 

So how do you know if you ora 
relative might be eligible - and 
how do you go about getting hold 
of the money? 

Well, it’s surprisingly easy for 
you to claim. 

There are certain criteria that 
must be met to qualify, but follow 
these basic rules to check whether 


you or a relative or friend may get 
Pension Credit: 

@ Where do they live? It must 
be England, Scotland or Wales, 


@ How old are they? They must 
have reached State Pension age in 
order to qualify. 

@ If they have a partner, how 
old are they? Both must have 
reached State Pension age. 


@ What is their weekly 
income? If they are single it must 
be less than £182.60, or £278.70 if 
they are in a couple. 

@ Do they have any savings? 
It needs to be less than £10,000. 

People who have more income 
or savings than this may still 
qualify for Pension Credit, but 
these questions serve as a good 
basic indicator. 

If they are over 65 and reached 
their State Pension age before 
April 6, 2016, they could still 
qualify if their weekly income is 
less than £218.80 if they are single 
and £319.20 if they are a couple 

One common myth is if a 
pensioner owns their home they 
can't successfully claim. 

This isn't actually true, and the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions has said almost half of 
successful claimants own their 
own home - so don't let this stop 
you checking. 

And if you don’t presently 
qualify for a State Pension, don't 
let this put you off either. You may 
still be entitled. 

There are two types of Pension 
Credit: guaranteed and savings. 

The guaranteed element 
provides financial help for people 


who have reached State Pension 
age and whose income is below a 
certain amount. 

The savings element provides 
additional support for people who 
reached their State Pension age 
before April 6, 2016. 

Some successful claimants will 
receive both elements, while some 
people will receive only one part. 

The easiest way to start a claim 
is to go to gov.uk/pension-credit/ 
how-to-claim and apply online. 
There is also a form there you can 
fill in and return by post. 

Alternatively, you can call the 
Pension Credit claim line on 
0800 99 1234, 

It's worth noting a successful 
claim for Pension Credit can only 
be backdated three months, 
irrespective of when you became 
eligible. So don't waste time - 
make a claim as soon as possible 
if you think you meet the criteria. 

You can start your claim at any 
point after reaching your State 
Pension age. 

Andrew Tully added: “Don't 
think of claiming Pension Credit 
as a one-off event. 

“People’s circumstances 
obviously do change throughout 
retirement and someone who 
wasn't eligible last year may 
suddenly become eligible because 
of a life event, for example the 
death of a spouse, or depletion of 
their savings. 

“Pension Credit is often ignored 
as ‘not for me’ but can be so 
beneficial to those pensioners 
who need it, so for the sake of a 
simple phone call, it's well worth 
checking if you or a relative might 
be eligible?”
